Winona Assembly Grounds, Eagle 
Lake, Ind., May 25.—The delegates lo 
the general assembly of the Presby­ 
terian assembly began work iu good 
season Monday. 
The first order of business was the 
reading of the report of the F reed men’s 
board. It is set forth that two hoard­ 
ing schools for girls, not 
011 the list 
last year, are being operated. Th* se are 
the ones at Anniston. Ala., an I West 
Point, 
Miss. 
The 
other 
seventeen 
schools have been retained. 
The ser­ 
vices of the treasurer, as a salaried 
officer, have been dispensed with, and 
also those of the field secretary. 
Tho 
debt has been increased from $26,123 
to $51,275. 
The real-estate item amounts to $49.- 
G13. more than it will probably bo again 
tor many years, the hulk of the amount 
going toward the rebuilding 
of 
the 
Mary Holmes seminary. Buildings have 
been completed as follows: 
Boys* dor­ 
mitory at Oak Hill church and school 
at Newport News, Hot Springs church, 
basement of new church at Chattanoo­ 
ga. and aid was given to build 4 burdies 
at 
Columbia. S. 
C., Savannah, Ga.. 
Charlotte. N. C., Stetersville. N. C., Ro­ 
anoke, Va.. Birmingham, 
Ala., Spar­ 
tansburg. S. C.. and Maryville, Tenn. 
Thirty institutions have been assist­ 
ed by the board—six less than last year, 
owing to the financial straits in which 
the mem liers found themselves. 
Most 
of the institutions suffered severe re­ 
ductions in their income. 
The number of students was 2,010. 
being (for the same institutions) sixiv- 
uine more than in 1895-6, and the num­ 
ber in college classes also increased. 
The total receipts for the year 1S90-7 
were $77,980. and the expenditures $71,- 
126, the balance on hand in April being 
$24,624. 
The report of the board of church 
erection shows that in the course of 
the year 216 formal applications from 
churches contemplating building were 
received. This is a decrease from the 
previous year. 
The applications to the general fund 
were 154, aggregating $83,408; 
to the 
manse fund, Is. aggregating $45,950; 
to the lob ii 
fund. 
$11. aggregating

for 
being 
$147,192. 
The total 
income 
of the 
board for the year from all sources .vjls 
$115,737. 
Taking 
the three 
departments to­ 
gether the number of churches aided 
reached 194. and the aggregate amount 
appropriated was $111,982. 
The ag­ 
gregate receipts were $123,777. and the 
disbursements 
$137,577. 
During the 
year there were reported as completed 
by the aid of the hoard and without 
debt 174 churches and manses of an 
aggregate value of $444,735. 
The report of the Freedman’s board 
■was quickly followed by that of the 
board of home missions. 
During three years there has been a 
decline in receipts amounting to $213,- 
000 in 1895-96, as compared with that 
of 1892-93. 
At the beginning of the 
present fiscal year the hoard had a debt 
of $310,000, which had been reduced to 
$147,276 by an excess of receipts over 
expenditures of nearly $45,000, by the 
use of the same amount derived from 
permanent funds available for current 
work and by the receipt of over $73,000 
from special collections and from the 
quarter century 
anniversary 
fund. 
Other moneys in course of collection or 
otherwise available further reduce the 
net debt to $121,176. 
For the purpose of current work the 
board received a total of $8')9,770. near­ 
ly $300,000 of which was credited to the 
Women s executive committee of home 
missions. 
The total 
contributed by 
the churches was $476,115, and legacies 
brought $105,589. 
The reduction of expenditures was 
obtained by a cut of IO per cent in the 
expenditures in New York and by a 
like reduction in the amounts appor­ 
tioned to the various presbyteries. 
During the year 1,416 ministers had
